The Murderer Jones Whwe Escaped From ...-

He was 
sent to the Four Courts at 4 o’clock this morning, 
and will be taken to Belleville to-night. The 
Iliinois authorities offered $100 for his capture. 
Officers Cavanaugh and St. John will each receive 
$40, and $20 will co to the police relief fund. 

Jones was taken to Bellevilie by Jalier Dawson 
at noon to-day. Hewas suffering terribly from 
the wound in his breast, and will be returned to 
the hospital.

Gugene J. Gross Appointed Fire 
Chief by the Mayor.

Clay Sexton’s Friends Astonished—Gross’ 
Record—The Insurance Men Well Satisfied 


—Opinion on ‘Change. 


The roll call had just been answered in the City 
Council last night when a communication from 
the Mayor,containing another section of hfs slate. 
was read. The first nomination was Eugene F. 
Gross for Chief of the Fire Department; the sec- 
ond, Cornelius McBride for Justice of the Police 
Court, First District; the third, Geo. Denison for 
Justice of the Pohce Court, Second District, and 
the last., Jacob Von Gerichten for Justice of the 
Police Court south of Osceola street, for the term 
ending the first Tuesday after the first Monday in 


November, 1886. 

The nominations of Geo. Weissenburger, Mar- 
ket Master Union Market, and Joseph W. Pull 
iam, South St. Louis Market, submitted at the last 
meeting of the Council, were confirmed. Mr. 
Roth’s name was not reported by, the committee, 


nor was Mr. H. W. Wiegand. 

The dramshop bili was read and signed by the 
President. 

The bond of Wm. R. Morrison as Public Weigh- | 
er was approved. 

In the House of Delegates Clerk Broadwell was 

anted a leave of abecnce, and the dramshop 

ill was read the Jast time and signed. 

The nomination ot Eugene J. Gross had the ef- 
fect of av electric shock on the Council. It was 
thought but natural the Mayor would send in 
Clay Sexton's name,as he had designated Mr. 
Sexton in his first list of appointinents, As soon 
asthe news was communicated to the public ft 
caused a great deal of excitement. Conjecture as 
to the cause of the change was indulged in when- 
ever the matter was talked about, but no satisfac- 
tory reason could be assigned for the Mayor's 
action, 

EUGENE F. GROSS 

is stationed at Eighteen’s engine house, on Sev- 
enth street between Morgan and_ Frank- 
lin avenue, and when a reporter for the 
Post-DIsPATCH called on him this mort- 
ing he was found talking quietly to a friend, 
After greeting the new chief the reporter asked 
him if he was Willing to assume the duties and 
responsibilities of the office. 

“I’m not there yet,” said Mr. Gross, quietly. 
“T don’t care to say anything about it. Please ex- 
cuse me.” 

He would say nothing further, and that was an 
end to the interview. Gross is the youngest of 
Chief Sexton's assistants. He is a man of quiet 
demeanor, about five feet — inches in 
height, and is 37 years oO age. He 
is of siender but mwusular. build, has 
blonde hair and a mustache of the same color, 
brown eyes and high cheek bones. Heis a native 
St. Louisan; bis mother was German, his father 
French, and, if his appointment is connirmed, he 
will be another addition to the city’s list of bach- 
elors in office. His politics are not pronounced, 
as be always voted for men and not for parties. 
He is a machinist by trade and a gooa one. He 
was appointed by Chief Sexton on the 2d of Feb- 
ruary, 1869, a pipeman in No. 9; was then pro- 
moted to fireman behind the box, and rose from 
that position te engineer of No. 18. On the 5th of 
October, 188-. he was appointed Assistant Chiefin 
place of Chief Shockey. who died. 

CHIEF SEXTON 
had just stopped at No. 18 to speak to Gross, 
when he was coralled by the reporter. 

“J never was more surprised in’ my life,” the 
Chief biurted out. “I wouldnt have been more 
surprised if the Mayor had shot me. Why, [ 
hadu’t the slightest doubt of my reappointment. I 
have seep the Mayor a dozen times in the last 
fortnight and we chatted about one thing and an- 
other in the gayest way. 1 don’t know what to 
think of it.” 

*Haven’t the Seven defeated you?”’ : 

“I don’t see how they could. I never curried 
favor with the Seven, although they are all strong 
friends of mine. They are no stronger friends 
than the other six, though. I don’t Know what to 
think of it,’ the Chief said again, very slowly. “I 
cansay one thing, though. The Mayor could not 
have selected a better man than Eugene Grogs 
for the place. Heisa good man and will do the 
best he can to fill the position. I have the conso- 
lation of knowing that [hand the department 
over to him in first class condition. It never was 
better since 1 first took hold it in 1857.” 

“You have peen chief twenty-six years then?’’ 

“Yes. I was the first chief and the only one. I 
took the departinent when it was nothing at all, 
and have built it up from babyhood.” he chief 
looked into the engine house, while his eyes filled, 
and said: “I’ve always thought a good deal of 
my work, and I suppose itis time for me to give 
place to a younger man. 1 hand over to him a bi 
strong child now, achild that has grown up an 
can take care of itself.’ 

The re-appointment of Chief Sexton was strong- 
ly opposed by the insurance men of tlre city, and 
in order to obtain their opinion of the change the 
reporter called on a number of them. 

GEO. T. CRAM, 

resident of the American Central Insurance 

Yompany, said: “I am sorry you came to me, be- 

cause 1 have been sucha “nh yes gen opponent of 
Sexton. My opinion is that the change is a good 
one, and I am willing to stand by it. Mr. Gross is 
aman that we look upon as a cominginan. He 
will make a good Chief. He was the first choice 
ola greatmany ofthe underwriters. When the 
committee from the beard, which consisted of 
myself, Capt. Bentley and Mr. Snow, called upon 
the Mayor at lis own request, we told 
him that we did not think Sexton was the 
right man for the place. We did not insist upon 
the appointment of any one man, but told him 
that either Capt. Evans, Gross or Rucker would 
suit us. We visitea the Mayor twice, and the 
second time we met the representatives of the 
mutual companies, They wanted Capt. Evans, I 
believe. The Mayor promised us nothing” except 
that he would consider the matter. We thought 
the fight was over when the slate was sent in the 
first lime, and we have never seen the Mayor 
since. I taihk that Chief Sexton’s political friends 
were the cause of his defeat, for the fact that hig 
name was sent in on the first slate demonstrates 
clearly that the insurance men had nothing to do 
MR. GEORGE D. CAPEN 
said he knew very Uttle about Gross, but from the 
talk he had heard this morning he believed Gross 
was the best man in the city for the-piace. “Capt. 
Evans says Gross is the best fireman on the force, 
and thas he will makea tip-top chief. 1 never 
saw the man myself, but 1 believe the appoint- 
meut is a good ove. I hear he’s a good, practical 
engineer, that he is quiet,and that he aiways 
minds his business.” 


MR. VOGEL, 

president of the St. Louis Mutual, said: “I have 
nothing against Sexton, except that he keeps a 
lot of drunken bummers under him that are no 
more fit to be firemen than lam to be a dancing- 
master. He won't discharge them and they 
won't do their coy & Gross is one of the 
soberest men in the department and he’s a good 
honest man. I believe the department will be bet- 
ter under Gross than under Sexton. Just look at 
the faces of some of Sexton’s men. Take a look 
at them and see if they look like firemen. I've 
been a good friend of Sexton, but I was glad to 
read of the change this morning, for the men he 
has are of noearthly use as firemen. The Fire 
Department needs sober, active and intelligent

MR. HOWARD BLOSSOM 

said: “Eugene Gross is a good man. He has done 
everything While be has been in the department.

I 
will look for great things from Gross. He saved 
us a big loss at the M. M. Buck & Co. fire by guing 
down in a hole, locating the fire, and putting wa- 
ter init.

know Gross. It didn’t make any difference who 
was Chief, asthere was a clique that ran the 
thing.

Speeches by Prominent Citizens—Col. Para- 
more's Address—The Texas and St. Louis 
Railway. 


The reception tendered by the members of the 
Merchants’ and Cotton Exchanges at the Chamber 
ot Commerce at noon to-day to Col. J. W. Para- 
more, President of the Texas and St. Louis Ruil- 
way Company, was a genuine ovation. The floor 
of the Exchange was densely packed by an 
audience made up of merchants and _ business 
people, and the galleries contained a4 


fair sprinkling of ladies. Promptly at 12:30 
o’clock Col. Paramore was escorted to the speak- 
er’s stand by Mr. D. P. Grier, Mr. Thos. H. West, 
President of the Cotton Exchange, and other well 
known merchants. Col. Grier rapped to order 
and in a hearty speech announced the purpose of 
the gathering and congratulated Col. Paramore on 
behalf of the Merchants’ Exchange upon the com- 
letion of the Texas 
uis Railway, Mr. Thomas H. 
West, on behalf of the Cotton Exchange, 
followed ina similar strain. He predicted that 
the Rexas and St. Louis Railroad was only one of 
a number of roads that must soon be constructed 
to accommodate the great trade of St. Louis with 
the Southwestern country. 

JUDGE JAMES J. LINDLEY, 

the orator of the day, was the next speaker. Ad- 
dressing Col. Paramore he said that the meeting 
Was an endeavor to convey to that gen- 
tleman some adequate idea of the apprecia- 
tion of the people of St. Louis for the great service 
he had done them in constructing the Texas and 
St. Louis Raiiroaad. He reviewed Col. Paramore’s 
business life in St. Louls, referred to his great en- 
terprise in erecting the cotton compresses. He 
deciared that the construction of the Texas and 
St. Louis Railroad was a work whicn would com- 
are favorably with the labors of two other great 
st. Louisans — Hon. Thomas Azien and 
Capt. James . Eads, . At the conclu 
sion of Judge Lindle¥’s address Mr. 
Grier asked the audience to greet Col. Para- 
more with a good old-fashioned cheer? The re- 
quest was instantly complied with and every pair 
of lungs in the room gave forth a lusty 

HIP, HIP, HURRAH! 

Col. Paramore was then introducea by Mr. Grier. 
Col. Paramore said he was deeply sensible of the 
high compliment paid Dim by the merchants and 
business men of Bt. Louis by their 
public expression of their appreciation of 
the efforts of himself and his associates 
in the completion of the Texas and St. Louis 
Railroad. But the compliment must be accepted 
as additional evidence of the tath of the senti- 
ment that “Peace has its victories #s well as 
war,” and that commereial lite, in fact, is but a 
series of battles where every inan_is his own gen- 
eral as well as private solaier. The Texas and 
St. Louis Railroad was originally commenced as 
an extension of the St. Louis, [ron Mountain and 
Southern Railway. He reviewed the history 
of the road from its — inception Ww 
its triumphant completion. He declared that as 
jong as Mr. Allen remained at the head of the 
Iron Mountain road all the promises of protection 
by the older road were carried out in good faith, 
but after the organizatton of Gould $s great South- 
western system the Texas and St. Louls was pro- 
nounced to be too weak and feeble to be worthy 
of the notice of that powertul combination. 
But its projectors went .right straight on 
with their work, and only two years 
elapsed from the time the Mrst stake 
was set to indicate the line until the silver spike 
was driven inthe great bridge that spans the 
Arkansas’ River, and booming cannon 
announced that another great highway had been 
added and opened to the commerce of the world. 
The feeble infant had in that time grown to mah- 
hood and stretched its gigantic form frum Cairo, 
Ill., to Gatesville, Tex.,a distance of 723 miles. 
In building the road two great prin- 
ciples in railway econoiny were ept 
steadily in view; first, economy in construction, 
and second, economy in operating. The bonded 
dept of the road is only about $12,000 per mile and 
every doliar of indebtedness represents value re- 
ceived. By means of the traffic contract made 
with the Cairo Short Line and Iinois Central 
Railroad Companies the practical terminus of the 
road is as completely accessible to the commerce 
of St. Louis as though the line 
was entirely owned by one company. 
New cities and towns are already springing up 
olong its line, whieh will be tributary to the com- 
merce and manufactures of our city, and, in time, 
be benefited and enriched by the advantages 
aftorded them titrough this new highway of reach- 
ing ali the great competitive markets of the coun- 
t 


vat the conclusion of Col. Paramore’s address 
the gathering dispersed, after giving the projector 
of the Texas and St. Louis Railroad another rous- 
ing cheer.

There is nothing new to record as far as regards 
the telegraph strike locally. Both sides still ex- 
press confidence. .At the Western Union office 
everything is running on smoothly, and Manager 
Brown claims that his force never was in better 
condition. He says the strike has been over, so 
far as he is concerned, ever since it began. The 
operators, on the other hand, are determined and 
continue to state that they will not yield an inch. 


Wires Cut at New York. 

New YorK, Aucust 11.--Superintendent Hum- 
stone of the Western Union reported this morn- 
ing fifteen wires cut or interrupted on the South- 
ern circuits, principally to Washington and 
Philadelphia. In Jersey Meadows, between Jer- 
sey City and the car-shops, on the Western routes, 
all the American Union and Mutual Union wites, 


to the number of eighteen and five Hud- 
son River wires have been cut. In this city, 
oo south of Manhattanville, at various points on 
he eastern circuit, thirty-three wires were cut, 
A large 
force of linemen were seut out to repair damages. 
Some delay was caused but business was sent by 
other routes until the circuits could be completed. 
The interruptions to these wires occurred shortly 
after1 o’clock this morning, at about the same 
time. showing that the action was a con- 
certed one on the part of the cut 
ters. Little inconvenience was experienced 
as business at that hour was pretty well cieare 
up. Dispatches received from the West this morn- 
ing state that the Fort Wayne route was cut last 
night in the vicinity of Chicago, and that seven 
routes of St. Louis have been interrupted, 

There is no apparent change in the coudition of 
affairs at the Western Union office to-day, and the 
strikers seem to be still tirm in 
their position. The rumor that there is 
any indication of general weakness on the part of 
the strikers is indignantly denied, and the men 
who haye returned to the employ of the company 
are sald to be of an inferior grade. 

AT THE WESTERN UNION. 

NEw YORK, August 11.—At the Western Union 
office it was said this morning that Lwo more men 
had returned since last night, and others were ex- 
pected to apply to-day. 

From Superintendent Trabue, at Nashville, the 
following dispatch was received this morning: 
“One striker returned at Macon, Ga., yesterday, 
completing the full force there. All the strikers, 
seven in number, applied to return to work yes- 
terday. We have but two vacancies and but two 
applicants have been accepted, leaving three first- 
class and two second-class men wanting employ- 
ment, Business is moving promptly to all points 
South.

“A NEW CHIEF. 
Mayon EwIne inoves in a mysterious way 
his municipal wonders to perform. Every- 
body thought that he was attached to Chief 
SEXTON even as Davip was drawn to Jon- 
ATHAN, and the appointment of EvGENE F. 
Gross to be Chief of the Fire Department is. 
a genuine surprise. SEXTON’S Dame was on 
the original slate sent to Council, and no- 
body pretends to know why he should now 
be withdrawn. An idea prevails that per- 
haps the Fire Committee is expected to re- 
ject Gross, and after that there will be 
plain. sailing for Sexton. But this 
is taking a big,risk, for Gross is a 
good.man and it is generally conceded that 
he would make: an excellent Chief. He will 
be confirmed, no doubt. 
It will not bea pleasant thing to the city to 
see Chief SexTon turned out to grass after all. 
He has been at the head of the department 
for years and people are used tohim. He is 
a good-hearted, faithful man, and the worst: 
that can be said about him, perhaps, is that 
he is too genial in his nature to exact dis- 
cipline from his men. We have criticised him 
considerably in’ the interest of the public 
good, but after all it must be admitted that 
he has done.about as well as any other man 
would have done with the means at com- 
mand. . 
It must be remembered that while we 
have had a series of bad conflagrations in 
St. Louis of late years, we have never had 
enough engines for the size of the 
city. Our water supply has never been 
first-class and our wretched streets have 
always prevented rapid evolutions on 
the part of the Fire Department. The 
men who ride to fires on the apparatus take 
their lives in their hands every time they are 
called out. In the face of all these draw- 
backs Chief Sexron has managed to keep 
the reputation of the Department up pretty 
well—outside of insurance circles—and 
it will certainly cause us some pain to see 
him marched to the rear. We confess toa 
liking for the old man. Still it must be 
borne in mind that— 
“The old order changeth, yielding place to new, 


And God fulfils himself in many ways 
Lest one good custom should corrupt the world.” 


lt is the decree of fate that while the old 
Sexton “gathers them in” the old SkxTown is 
eventually gathered in himself. 


ANTI-MONOPOLY IN EUROPE, 

lt is not in the United States alone that 
the ery against concessions to joint stock 
monopolies is heard. They are everywhere 
aggrandizing themselves by the abuse of 
their concessions, and acquiring power to 
resist and defy public regulation. This has 
gone 80 far and become sucli a menace to the 
publicwelfare that even the English House 
of Commons, a body crammed with railway 
directors and railway shareholders, is com- 
pélled to look moresharply after the inter- 
ests of the general public in that connection. 
It is now considering a Railway Passengers’ 
Daty bill, against whose mild provisions in 
favor of the public the railway magnates are 
protesting as “‘an unjust interference with 
the capital outlay and management of rail- 
way companies.”’ 

The latter, in England, as well as here, 
violently antagonize the salutary and im- 
pregnable doctrine that quasi public corpor- 
ations, created for a public use and endowed 
with a monopoly of the means of communi- 
cation, must be subject to public regulation, 
and are not to be treated as a strictly private 
property on which the public has no claims, 
and in the management of which only the 
interests of the stockholders and managers 
are to be considered. 

But it is in France that the growth of cor- 
porations evokes the most vehement popular 
protests. There they are denounced not only 
as predatory monopolies, but as the bulwarks 
of a “financial feudalism” more dangerous 
to public liberty than the feudal system of 
old. In arecent speech to the Chamber of 
Deputies denouncing the railway concessions 
that have been extorted from the Govern- 
ment, M. MADIER DE MonTJAU drew a fear- 
ful picture of their corrupting influence over 
that body, and demanded legislation restrict- 
Ing their capital and more closely regulating 
their affairs so as to limit their net earnings. 

Yet nowhere in Europe is sucli a spectaclé 
presented or permitted us we now witness ih 
this land of popular sovereignty. Our rail 
way kings boldly run their roads on the prin- 
cipie ofall-the-traffic-will-bear-and-the-pub- 
lic-be-d—d.” They water stock and levy 
tolls and discriminate against persons and 
places,.in open defiance of State Jaws and 
Constitutions. Over in California we see a 
corporation which has swindled the United 
States ont of $100,000,000, and which holds a 
land grant of 24,000,000 acres out of market 
and exempt from taxation, now askinga 
United States Court to declare it a Govern- 
ment agent whose property is all exempt 
from State taxation! 

By such high-handed courses these monopo- 
liste are provoking a dangerous feeling, which 
may eventuate in Government action far 
more summary and one-sided than they now 
fear. If they are wise, they will allay the 
rising jealousy of the people by recognizing 
the public as a party to their franchises, and 
courting such regulation as will secure them 
fair remuneration for their services, and no 
more, while depriving them of all aggressive 
power as against the public.

I wAs one of a party that called the other even- 
ing at the Mayorial Mansion down on California 
avenue.

‘Some of the Noted Contests Be- 
tween Capital and Labor.

The Lock-out of the Iron Trade in En- 
gland, which Compelled 200,000 Men 
to be Idle—Famous Strikes in the Cot- 
ton Districts of England—The First 
Strike—Losses Caused by the Turn-out. 


Strikes, strictly speaking, are a modern 
institution, and belong practically to the 
present century. They were inaugurated, 
however, in the fourteenth century, when 
labor became very scarce in Europe after the 
plague of 1348. The mechanics in Paris, tak- 
ing advantage of the’ demand for their ser- 
vices, formed themselves into a league and 
presented a petition to their masters, asking 
that their day’s labor should end with the 
going down of the sun; at the same time 
stating that if this could not be granted they 
would quit workin a body. This is 
THE FIRST GENUINE STRIKE ON RECORD, 
and, of course, under the circumstances, it 
was a success. The modest demand of the 
league was granted, and in a short time 
unions were organized all over’ the 
continent. These organizations were 
generally successful in placing bounds 
to the hours of labor, and at first succeed- 
ed pretty wellin putting up and sustaining 
prices. 

Regular comprehensive strikes were not 
organized until within the present century. 
The efforts made in this direction previously 


included but small bodies of workmen, and 
as a rule lacked that strength of union 
which is so characteristic of trades associa- 
tions of modern times. 

The United States is far behind‘ England 
in extensiveness if notin the number of its 
strikes. The first one of notein this coun- 


OCCURRED IN 1830 

at Boston. At that time the carpenters and 
masons formed themselves into trades un- 
jons and demanded an advance in wages of 
from 1 to 25 per cent and at the same time 
prescribed some rules by which themselves 
and the master-buiiders should be governed. 
About eight hundred workmen were out of 
employment during .the strike, which was 
brought to aclose in afewdays by an in- 
formal compromise which conceded to the 
mechanics a part of their demands. 

FOUR YEARS AGO 

the laborers of the Providence Railroad,num- 
bering 1,200, struck for higher wages and be- 
came riotous. This 1s the first railroad strike 
known to history. It ended in a few days 
without securing any advantages to the rail- 
road laborers. phe over an eventful 
period of more than forty years, during 
which strikes innumerable took place in 
America, all of which were limited in their 
comprehensiveness as compared with the 
strikes in Europe during the same riod, 
the memorable railroad strike of i897 is 
reached, when for two weeks, beginning 
July 14, 100,000 railroad men and 40,000 min- 
ers were on strike at once. Beginning at 
Martinsburg, West Virginia, on the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad, when the firemen 
left their engines on the first evening, de- 
manding an advance in wages, it soon 
reached all the great lines in the central and 
western part of the Union. When new men 
were brought on to take the places of the 
striking firemen they were driven off 
and the riot thus commenced, 
ended only with the strike or combination 
of strikes, after causing the death of a large 
numbér of people and the destruction 
more than $10,000,000 worth of . So 
rapidly did one strike and riot follow. an- 
other from road to road and from State to 
State, that at first sight there seemed to have 
been a general concert of action, but such 
was not the case. This great turnout is of 
such recent date that it is not necessary to 
recount its numerous thrilling incidents. It 
was crushed in many of the large cities by 
the aid of the militia and U.S, army. and in 
other places it gradually subsided after ex- 

ending aa and the strikers went 
ee to their work without gaining anything 
advantageous to themselves. 

The first strike among 

TELEGRAPH OPERATORS 
occurred on the 4th day of January, 1870. 
The operators demanded an increase of 15 
per cent in their wages, which being refused, 
1,500 left their places. At this time the rail- 
road menas well as the commercial men 
were out. At the end of twenty-one days 
they resumed their _ without having 
gained their point. ‘This was the only strike 
among operators previous to the present 
one. 
ONE OF THE MOST EXTENSIVE STRIKES 
on record occurred in England, in 1810, 
among the cotton manufacturers. At that 
time the spinners in ali the districts around 
Manchester turned out for the pur- 
pose of getting their wages raised 
to the Manchester rate. Manches- 
ter being the center of the cotton 
manufacturing region, possessed considera- 
ble advantage over the surrounding locali- 
ties. ‘There were peculiar facilities both for 
obtaining raw cotton and for the sale of the 
a when manufactured, Ihe cost of liv- 
ng was much higher in Manchester than in 
the surrounding towns also. These: circum- 
stances, although they made the difference 
in wages nominal rather than real, yet were 
not taken into consideration by these spin- 
ners. Their proceedings were conducted by 
a congress of operatives at Manchester, and 
by the direction of that body a strike of the 
spinners in all the mills of Stockport, Mac- 
clesfiel Staleybridge, Ashton, Hyde, Old- 
ham, olton, and Preston took place 
simultaneously. Thirty thousand persons 
were thrown out of work, and 
remained idie fora period of four months. 
In this case the spinners only were the strik- 
ers. ‘They formed about a tenth of the em- 
ployees of the factories, but their going out 
necessitated the closing of the mills, and, of 
course, threw the whole body of operatives 
out of employment. During the turn-out 
the men on strike were vigorously supported 
by those who were still at work in Man- 
chester and the immediate neighborhood, 
and for sometime as much as £1,500 was 
contributed by them weekly. This was di- 
vided among the spinners only, and as no 
provision was made for the other operatives, 
who were so nh Naber oe od in the major- 
ity, they were left to destitution. After a 
time the contributions raised for the support 
of the spinners rapidly fell off, and they too 
were left without resources, During the 
last few weeks of this prolonged suspension 
of the cotton mills 
THE SUFFERING 

from the want of the necesaries of life be- 
came fearful, starved children wandering 
about in search of food, men and women 
with keen, hungry eyes, standing idly in the 
street. Soldiers and police were called out 
to guard stg against attacks made in 
the desperation of want; such sights, in 
short, as recall to mind the picture of a 
biockaded and famished city in time of war 
were to be seen in those stricken, but once 
flourishing towns. After sustaining a loss 
in time, estimated at £800,000, the men re-, 
turned to their work without obtaining the 
advance. ’ 

A long {interval now passed, during which 
but few strikes of, small consequence took 
place in the cotton manufacturing districts 
of England, but ie the cei of

Notwithstanding these failures strikes 
went on increasing. , 
IN 1829 IRREGULAR STRIKES 
took place allover England. The cause of 
these turn-outs were, as a rule, the introaue- 
tion of improved machinery, and many of 
m were attended by riots, machinery- 
breaking, and even murder. In Manchester

Strikes innumerable occurred among the 
cotton factories of Great Britain between 
1829 and 1836, when the first partial victory 
was scored by the spinners.

The operatives at Preston 
were induced by delegates from other towns 
to join the union. No sooner had they done 
so than the spinners were ordered to strike 
foran advance. They did so conse- 
quently the factories were obliged to close 
and throw the whole body of ery 
people out of employment. ore 
closing the masters consented to 
grant the increase demanded, provided 
the operatives would withdraw from the 
Union. ‘Ihis they refused to do. In a few 
weeks the streets were crowded with beg- 
gars, the offices of the overseers of the poor 
were beso.-ged with applicants for relief, and 
the workhouse became crowded with in- 
mates. At last 

THE DISTRESS BECAME UNIVERSAL 

and intense, and the masters determined to 
open their mills to give those who desired it 
an opportunity of resuming work, at an ad- 
vance of ten per cent. There was 
a rush of the card-room hands to 
the mills, but, as the inners 
still absented themselves, only a email hum- 
ber could be employed. New spinners were 
now brought in from other towns, and the 
mills were soon running full forces, 
terrible suffering incurred by this strike 
broke up the union, and it did not re-organ- 
ize forsome years. Theinjury to the town 
and wate on this occasion was estimated at 

Preston workmen did not learn wisdom by 
failure, for in 1854 a still more protracted and 
calamitous strike took place. At this time 
the spinners reorganized their Union and 
demanded an advance of 10 per cent in their 
wages. Outof thirty-five firms all granted 
the increase except four. The spinners, em- 
boldened by their success. now insisted that 
a standard list of prices be arranged and as- 
sented to by the masters, this list to regulate 
prices all over the country and for an un- 
limited future. This the masters considered 
impossible, and for mutual protection formed 
a Union of their own. ‘The factories closed 
in October and 
17,000 PEOPLE WERE OUT OF EMPLOYMENT 
until they opened again at the end of thirty- 
six weeks. The strike commenced amidst elo- 
quent speeches on the part of field officers 
of the Union, most of Whom were strangers 
from adjoining towns. It ended with the 
collapse of the union and the work people 
went back to their employment without the 
10 per cent, after having been driven to such 
extremity as to break up their homes, sell 
their furniture to the last stick, and women 
even disposed of their marriage rings to buy 
food for their children. ‘The total amount of 
tunds contributed by operatives during this 
strike of thirty-six weeks amounted to £97,- 
000, The loss in wages by operatives during 
the strike was estimated at £250,000, and the 
total amount of loss to all parties involved in 
the struggie was not less than £500,000, 


A FORMIDABLE STRIKE 
was inaugurated by the spinners in Glasgow, 
Scotland, in 1836, in opposition to a reduction 
of wages totheir former status, some months 
after an advance of one-sixth had e., 
The strikers on this oecasion formed them- 
selves into committees and hired vitriol- 
throwers to deal with the vew hands taken 
on by the masters. Several mills were burat 


the strike had lasted for seventeen weeks 
the men went back to their work on the 
masters’ terms.

THE COLLIERS OF LANARKSHIRE 

had obtained a considerable advance of 
wages, and the proposal being now 
made that they should rewrn to 
the old rates during the commer- 
cial depression, they likewise struck. They 
stood out for about four months, until the 
iron-masters introduced a number of the 
starved-out weavers of Glasgow into the 
coai mines. Finding their occupation going 
from them, those that could returned to the 
mines, but many of them were compelled to 
seek employment elsewhere. 

A large number of strikes have been inau- 
gurated in opposition tothe use of machinery 
and to the introduction of improvements in 
machinery. These were common during that 
great period of advancement 

’ BETWEEN 1830 AND 1850. 
It was quite a common thin 
this period for farm-laborers in England to 
quit their work and go about the 
country in bands, breaking drill-plows 
winnowing, threshing, and other machines, 
down even to the drills. It is singular 
enough that the last strike against machinery 
was that of the Amalgamated Engineers, a 
class of highly-paid workingmen, who live 
by the manufacture of machinery. This oc- 
curred in 1852, when the engineers demanded 
that the masters put an end to overtime, 
piece-work, and that they abandon the use 
of machine-making machines. They also 
demanded the unconditional discharge of all 
“laborers” or such class of persons as were 
engaged in working planing machines and 
tools of similar character. ‘the masters re- 
plied by insisting on the mechanies and 
others in their employment sign- 
ing 2a document re all con- 
nection with tbe Union. The result 
was a strike which continued fifteen weeks, 
with a joss to the striking engineers of £43,- 
000. Atthe end ofthis period the men con- 
sented to go back to work at the old w 

but under more stringent conditions an 
before. This was all the engineers gained 
by their strike. | 

THE BUILDING TRADES 

of Liverpool and Manchester united in a 
powerful union in 1830 and began to pre- 
scribe rules and reguiations by which the 
masters were to be goyerned. For a time 
the masters acceded to the demands of the 
but when that organization 
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over a t part of England occurred in 
1865, which resulted in shrowing 200,000 peo- 
ple out of employment. The iron masters 
were the strikers in this not the work- 
men. On the 29th of April the workmen af 
the North Staffordshire Iron-works quit 
their places to compel the masters to accede 
certain regulations prescribed by them. 
y were encouraged and aided substan- 
tially by their brethern all over that part of 
England. The masters determined now to 
put anend to all the labor difficulties that 
had troubled them for years, and undertook. 
one of the boldest measures ever adopted by 
ee ers of Jabor. Forming an 0 tion 
of rown they concluded to cut off the 
substantial aid which the striking workmen 
were receiving, by closing the ironworks 
from which the aid was furnished, and thus 
cu the resources of the abettors of 
the strike. On the 4th of March the Sout 
Staffordshire works were closed as a starter 
in the execution of this plan, and 34,000 men 
were turned out of employment, with the 
understanding that the works would open 
ain soon as the striking workmen at 
orth Staifordshire would return to their 
aces. The shutting down of other works 
ollowed in quick succession, and soon an 
army of men were out of employment. By 
the end of six weeks an understanding was 
arrived at and the works reopened. 
IT 18 A NOTICEABLE FACT 
in the history of strikes that those of at 
extent have not been very successful. 
ing from what is here presented it must not 
be taken for granted that strikes are always 
failures, and that trades unions never ac- 
complish anything advantageous to their 
members by demanding advance in wages 
or shorter hours. Quite the contrary is true. 
Innumerable instances are on record, both 
in the United States ahd Europe, where great 
advantages have been gaine In the vast 
niajority of these cases the demands of the 
workmen Were conceded before the hour 
of striking, andin many only a few hours 
later. Local unions, consisting of a few 
hundred men have, in most cases, been suc- 
cessful when their demands were reasona- 
ble. Extensive strikes, comprehending large 
bodies of workmen are the ones that have 
almost invariably failed.

A MEMORABLE EPIDEMIC. 


Recollections of Yellow Fever and Ship 
Fever in New Orleans in 1 


Written for the Post-Dispatch. 
Of all the gloomy times that New Orleans 
has evér passed through, the epidemic of 


may fairly be claimed that the 20th of 
August of that year in New Orleans would, 
if tairly examined, rank with any day in 
auy country or age for epidemical virulence, 
lf we take into consideration ,the fact that 
the death roll had been constantly increasing 
from the middle of June and from the mid- 
die of July at an alarming rate—so much so 
that there had been a regular exodus from 
the middle of July—and by the 15th of 
August it was estimated that the whole pop- 


the 18th, 19th, 20th and 2ist exceeded the 
ayerage of 400 per day. The heaviest death 
rate was on Sunday, August 20th, when it 
reached 420. 

On the morning of the 20th the writer 
started at about 6 o’clock, down to the Old 


French Market to getacup of coffee, then 
a common custom, as they kept coffee there 
and not slop. Not meeting any one until { 
arrived there, and then only meeting a few 
colored ple, after | had drank my coff 
and seeing so few people on the street, f 
concluded to take a walk and see how many 
I would meet,so oe the Place d’ Armes, 
in front of the Cathedral, I passed out to 
Chartier street, at the intersection of 
Orleans, and turning, walked to Canal, 
thence to St. Charles, up that to the Tivoli, 
then east to Camp, then north to Poydras 
and east totheriver. In this route of near- 
ly two miles through the most frequented 
and populous portion of the city, and at an 
hour when the streets on Sunday mornings 
are particularly alive—that is, from 7 to 8 a. 
m.—the count of all that was met or passed 
only reached sixty-three persons, and the 
t portion of that number was in the 
vicinity of the Cathedral and St. Patrick’s 
Church, on Camp street, and they appeared 
to be either going to or returning from mass, 
That evening [concluded I would visit 
the cemeteries and try w learn the actual 
facts. Idid not, nor do I yet believe that 
ny person that has had the real yellow fever 
will ever have it a second time, and having 
had it in its most virulentform. I have al- 
ways considered myself exempt from yellow 
fever. As a place where most could be 
learned, I went out to the bayou to what 
was then called the swamp, and the sight 
that was met will not soon be obliterated 
from memory. When I arrived I met old 
man Busby, formerly sheriff of St. Louis. 
He was engaged whenlI arrived in measur- 
ing off lines for a;gang of ten men who were 
engaged in digging a trench from the main 
walk tothe side. The trench was about 7 
feet wide and 3feet deep. That was all the 
depth the water would allow them to go. 
The earth taken out was thrown on both 
sides. Onthe other side of the walk the 
chain geng was at work. Asa wagon or 
dray, as the case might be, came in with its 
load (whilst I stood looking on four arrived) 
having from three to six rough boxes, each 
box containing a corpse, which was taken 
off the wagon by a gang of eight negroes and 
placed in the trench as close to each other as 
possible, and another gang of twelve cov- 
ered them with the earth that had been 
rown out by the diggers, but first throw- 
ing a quantity of h lime over the

whisky and a bucket of water on each side 
of the trench, which they were free to use.

‘There were, of course, no beds, and 
each pilgrij had only as much room as he or 
she could cover lying down. In another 
oom, 12 feet by 20, eighty persons had slept. 
ach house is built upon a sand or mud plat- 
form four feet high. Inthe center of this 
platform is a hole or cesspool, which receives 
all the filth of the household and the dis- 
charges of the residents, Sometimes this 
cesspool has adrain to the street outside, 
through which a black, a ooze or 
stiferous slime trickles into the street. 
sometimes there is no drain, and all sleep 
around a deep, open cesspool. The tempera- 
ture of the room varies at night from 85 de- 
grees to 108 degrees, and those who live in 
temperate zones can form no conception of 
the suffocating stench which prevails. Here 
are also bred those malignant fevers which 
sometimes accompany and complicate chol- 
era. Sometimes ninety thousand a 
are crammed into these five thousand lodg- 
ing-houses. 

The food of the pilgrims is also very bad. 
The temple kitchen has the monopaly of 
cooking for the vast multitudes. hen 
fresh it is not always absolutely unwhole- 
some, although often made of r rice and 
worse ghee, or melted butter. But it is re- 

arded as too sacred for the least part to be 

hrown away; ali must be consumed. In the 
hot seasons large quantities soon undergo 
acid and putrefactive decomposition, and 
forty-eight hours much ef it is a loathsome 
mass, utterly unfit for human use, but it 
must be eaten. The richer pilgrims give this 
to the indigent, but it is gerous even to 
the strongest man in the most robust health, 
and most of the wayworn pilgrims reach the 
temple with some form of bowel compiaint. 
This spoiled food is the sole nourishment of, 
the large army of beggars that follow the 

ilgrim bands, Buton the return journey 

he misery of the pilgrims reaches its climax. 
They have been pluudered by the priests 
and landiords, and stagger al with heavy 
burdens ofthe holy tood, whichis either 
packed in baskets or heavy earthern pots, 
or merely wrapped up in more or less dirty 
cloths. Every stream is fluoded in_ the 
rainy season, and they often have to sit for 
days on the hanks of rivers and brooks be- 
fore any boat will venture tocross. Then 
corpses lie thick around, and their filth ac- 
counts for much of the cholera which haunts 
the precincts of many brooks, streams, and 
rivers. One English traveler saw forty dead 
bodies on the banks of one small stream. 
Some drag their weary limbs along till they 
drop from sheer fatigue; others crowd into 
the villages and haiting-places, blocking up 
the streets after every available sleeping- 
place has been crammed full to overflowing, 
andevery night thousands have no shelter 
from the pittiless, | egg rain. Miserable 

roups. gather under the carts, those less 
fortunate huddie under the trees, hundreds 
sit on the wet ground, without shelter, not 
daring to lie down, and rock themselves to a 
monotonous chant through the long, dismal 
nights.

“FRENCH PETE,” 


How the Slayer of Mme, Elsie Met a 
Tragic Death, 
From the San Francisco Bulletin. 

“French Pete,” after murdering the woman 
Elsie, who dealt monte at the beila Union, 
said Capt. S——, gave leg-bail and eluded 
every effort to effect his capture, He was 
traced to San Antonia, now Brooklyn, a part 
of Oakland, but there the chase ended. Law 
was lax in those days and- nobody cared 
much anyhow for the death of a card sharp, 
anda woman at that.
